Herbert Hoover Says Coming Harvest will be Ample to Feed 


the World. 


P A R IS , June 4.— (Associated Press) — T here 
is a sufficient surplus of food indicated from the 
corning harvests to supply Europe and meet the 
needs of the world, unless some unexpected catas­ 
trophe happens to the world's harvests, according 
to a statement issued today by Herbert Hoover, the 
head of the Allied Relief Organization. 
The bread budget balances, but the surplus of 
the American crop of wheat and rye this year will 
be needed. 
The statement says that most of the 
trading in wheat and rye will be in the hands of the 
Government. 
Other figures gained from the survey made by 
the organization and various governments indicate 
that the sugar crop in eastern Europe this year will 
be 6s per cent Of pre-war normal, the wheat and rye 
crop 77 per cent of normal and the vegetable harvest 
about normal. 
Since the war, it is estimated Europe has lost

The terms of the peace treaty given to the re pre sen 


tatives of what once was the the Empire of Austria finn 
gary, the mighty “ Dual Monarchy’* welded together ant 
maintained intact under the oh! Emperor Franz Joseph 
reduces Austria from a nation of approximately sixty mil 
lion people to one containing about six million inhabitant 
and cuts down the territorial extent to about five thousam 
square miles. 
The navy and air forces are completely cli 
ruinated. 
This tremendous reduction in population and tern' 
torial extent is not the result of seizure by the victorious 
allied and associated nations. 
No one of the nations in the great world war alliance 
against the Central Powers increases in population or in 
territorial extent by the reduction of Austria. 
R e a l l y ill 
peace treaty does not bring about the dismemberment n 
the old polyglot nation. 
The disintegration was in pro 
cess even before the signing of the armistice la t X o v e in 
her and has progressed since that event w ith rapid stride 
until now the treaty, in those particulars, becomes a mere 
recognition of events that have 
already 
transpired 
formal and solemn treaty acknowledgement of 
conditions. 
The subject people seized upon the opportunity which 
the war presented to throw off the yoke of slavery which 
Austrian tyranny had kept upon them by force, under 
guidance from the dominating war lords in Berlin. 
H ungary again becomes a free nation. 
The Czecho 
Slovaks, the Croats and other subject peoples are freed 
from oppression by the treaty: their independence, already 
a fact, is guaranteed for the future by \usiri.Vs acknow 
ledgement of conditions and recognition of the League of 
Nations covenants.

sors with the subject races in the majority but powerles 
because of political and industrial slavery enforced bv the 
strong arm of the m ilitary tyrants. 
Present c o n d i t i o n s 
and the peace treaty leave Austria proper to the Austrians 
and sets free those peoples who have long vainly sought 
freedom. 
That which is taken from Austria by the terms of the 
submitted freedom is only that, people and territory, which 
never belonged to them and is restored to the rightful 
owners. 
The treaty is one of the greatest possible proofs of the 
change that has come upon the world. 
Under the old regime the subject peoples would only 
have changed masters by Austria’s defeat. 
Under the ex­ 
isting conditions they are given freedom and their own 
territory. 
Austria cannot, in justice, complain because she only 
surrenders stolen peoples and stolen lands. 
The treaty terms are eminently just from every stand 
point and only seem severe if we measure them by the old 
rule of force and brigandage so1 long the rule among the 
nations of Europe. 
Measured by broad justice and humanity the terms 
seem to measure up to every one of the "fourteen points.” 


Consistency ? 


It is not surprising that many editors, especially those 
with libera! te n d e n c ie s , should be calling attention to tilt 
fact that the great leaders of the moral element remain 
passive, as to spoken work of objection or overt act, re­ 
garding the automobile races at Indianapolis ta^t week 
during which three men lost their live s, and yet are so 
intensely active in talk and deed, opposing the boxing 
contest between W illard and Dempsev scheduled to be 
staged at Toledo, Ju ly fourth. 


It is strange, when one stops to consider, that the pro 
posal of W illard and Dempsey to stage a game of fisticuffs 
with padded pillows on their fists, trained to the second 
and fit physically, should cause the moral force leaders 
to besiege the governor, the legislature of the state and 
even the congress pf the nation, to prevent the contest. 
It does look inconsistent that these men should never 
utter a word in protest of an event which is a gamble with 
death, should not even condemn it when the event results 
in death to three men, two literally cooked alive in nam­ 
ing gasoline before the thousands of spectators and one 
hurled high in the air and dashed a broken and shapeless 
mass on the brick speedway. 
After the horrors at Indianapolis last week it does 
seem like straining at a gnat tq> be raising such a commo­ 
tion because two trained, physically perfect men, purpose 
to pummel each other for a few moments in a “ pillow 
fight” at Toledo.
